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DETAILED ACTION 
REMARKS 

1 . Applicants' amendment dated January 28, 2008 responding to the October 28, 2008 

Office Action provided in the rejection of claims 1-40, wherein claims 1,21, 27, 33, and 
36 have been amended. Claims 1-59 remain pending in the application and which have 
been fully considered by the examiner. 

2. The Examiner withdraws the objection to the specification for failing to provide proper 
antecedent basis for the claimed subject matter, corresponding to Applicants' 
amendment. 

3. The Examiner withdraws the rejection to claims 1-11, 12-20, 41-47, and 48-51 under 35 
U.S.C. § 1 12 2°'' paragraph, as being unduly multiplied, corresponding to Applicants' 
amendment. 

4. The Examiner withdraws the rejection to claims 1-11, 33-35, and 36-40 under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 112 2°'' paragraph, as being indefinite, corresponding to Applicants' amendment. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1. 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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Claims 1-59 are considered allowable since when reading the claims in light of the 
specification, as per MPEP § 21 1 1.01 or Toro Co. v. White Consolidated Industries Inc., 199 
F.3d 1295, 1301, 53 USPQ2d 1065, 1069 (Fed. Cir. 1999), none of the references of record alone 
or in combination disclose or suggest the combination of limitations specified in independent 
claims 1, 12, 21, 27, 33, 36, 41, 48, and 52 especially a resource definition (supported at e.g. 
page 15 paragraph [0047]), a source resource definition (supported at e.g. page 6 paragraph 
[0013], page 18 paragraph [0055]), an additional resource (supported at e.g. page 20 paragraph 
[0059]). 

To the extent that these features are not found in the prior art cited by Examiner, the 
present case is held allowable over the art of record. 

2. A practical application for the invention is disclosed on page 2 paragraph [0004] : 
"provided efficient systems management, reduced information technology costs and increased 
efficiency in setting up and managing enterprise data." 

3. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
